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Belleville gets 
$490,000 grant 
for fire truck

At Monday’s regular meeting of the 
Belleville City Council, Fire Chief Brian 
Loranger announced that the city has been 
given a $490,000 federal grant for a new 
fire truck. 

He said he was Up North over the weekend 
and he got a call from Chris Wiggins, who 
had prepared the grant, to tell him they had 
succeed. 

He told the city council that it is a 
5% matching grant, with the federal 
government giving $466,666 and the city 
supplying $23,333. He said they have been 
working on a grant for five years. 

He said this truck will replace the 1989 
truck that has a stick shift and has been a 
problem for young fire fighters to drive. He 
said the last time the city got a new truck 
was in 1998. 

Chief Loranger said he got a call from 
Congressman Gary Peters for details on the 
truck. 

Loranger said the cost of fire trucks has 
been rising regularly so he thinks this truck 
actually may cost more. 

In other business at the 44-minute 
meeting, the council: 

e Held a public hearing and then passed an 
amendment to a city ordinance on Juvenile 
Responsibility, which mirrors state law but 
makes city officers able to write it up under 
local ordinance. It raises the use of tobacco 
products from 18 years of age to 21 and 
raises the age to 18 when a person can have 
repeated absences from school; 

e Approved the Witches’ Ball, a fund- 
raiser for Guiding Harbour (Girlstown), 
put on by Egan’s Pub under a tent in the 
Fourth Street Square from 6 p.m. until 
midnight on Oct. 28. Angel Food Catering 
will provide snacks and there will be a DJ

Belleville growing 
as cultural center 


The plan to bring the Detroit Institute of 
Art’s Inside/Out Art installation back to 
the City of Belleville is yet another step 
in the growing reputation of Belleville as 
an artsy community. Most of this culture 
we’re getting winds around the Belleville 
Area Council for the Arts and the people 
leading it that plan one thing after another 
to encourage us to enjoy the arts.

Abortion amendment: 
Risk to women, children 


To the editor: 

Proposal 3, an Abortion Constitutional 
Amendment, will be on the ballot this 
November. For the following reasons, 
Michigan voters should reject this measure. 

The proposed language indicates that “An 
individual’s right to reproductive freedom 
shall not be denied, burdened, nor infringed 
upon unless justified by a compelling state 
interest...The state shall not... prosecute, 
or otherwise take adverse action against 
someone for aiding or assisting a pregnant 
individual in exercising their right to 
reproductive freedom...” 

“A state interest is “compelling” only if 
it...does not infringe on that individual’s 
autonomous decision-making.” (emphasis 
added) 

If approved, this amendment would make 
it nearly impossible for our government to 
regulate the abortion industry in Michigan. 
This amendment has taken measures to 
prevent the government from prosecuting 
an abortionist that has damaged a woman 
during an abortion procedure. Currently, 
if an abortionist brings harm to a patient, 
he is held accountable. However, this 
amendment would place an abortionist 
beyond the law. One doesn’t need to be 
opposed to abortion to be opposed to 
this amendment. Without regulation the 
abortion industry poses a great risk to 
women. 

In addition, this amendment puts minors 
at great risk. The amendment specifically 
says that the government may not infringe 
on an individual’s autonomy about all 
things related to reproduction, regardless 
of the individual’s age. That means that 
minors in Michigan will be exposed to 
any negative persuasion, while the state 
is left helpless to shield them. If a minor 
is coaxed by an adult to engage in sex, 
and the minor has made an autonomous 
decision, it appears that the state will be 
unable to interfere. If a minor is induced 
by an adult to self-sterilize, it seems that 
the state will be unable even to regulate 
such a transaction. If such an adult harms 
the minor, it does not appear that the state 
would have any recourse against the adult. 
It is also unclear how the state would be 
able to enforce current laws regarding 


statutory rape, child marriages, incest and 
child pornography, all of which involve an 
adult preying upon a minor. If an adult were 
to solicit a minor to engage in prostitution 
or to become a surrogacy factory, would 
the state have any ability to intervene? It 
appears that they would not. 

How much influence should an abortionist 
or adoctor that wishes to sterilize a child, be 
allowed to impose on our children? When 
does their effort to make a profit qualify as 
exploitation of a minor? In the end, it will 
be minors, both male and female, that will 
suffer at the hands of this amendment. 

For these reasons, I encourage my fellow 
Michiganders to vote NO on Proposal 3 
this November.

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State Rep. Joe Bellino 
opposes new deer rules 


To the editor: 

I am urging the Natural Resources 
Commission to rescind new deer harvest 
reporting requirements, which I believe 
are unjust. These mandatory requirements 
include criminal penalties for those who fail 
to comply. I am sympathetic to the need for 
deer population monitoring, but the seven 
unelected members of the NRC simply 
do not have any right to enforce criminal 
penalties. 

The separation of powers exists in our 
state’s governmental framework to ensure 
the citizens of Michigan have a voice 
when laws are written — the commission’s 
overreach blatantly ignores the rule of law. 

This government overreach by the 
commission goes too far. People throughout 
the communities I represent have serious 
concerns about the new mandate — and I 


agree with them. The requirements demand 
excessive personal information from 
sportsmen, more than is needed by the 
DNR to monitor the harvest. Furthermore, 
the assumption that sportsmen deep in 
Michigan’s vast, desolate forests during 
their hunting trip will have access to a 
reliable internet or phone connection and 
know their exact coordinates at the time of 
their harvest is absurd. 

This mandate will only exacerbate the 
decline in hunting that has occurred in 
our state in recent decades. We should be 
working to attract hunters, not institute 
additional regulatory burdens that 
discourage participation in Michigan’s deer 
hunting season. 

I hope the commission will consider 
rescinding these new requirements.

and dancing. The warlocks are admitted at 
11 p.m. and everything is over by midnight, 
said John Winter of Egan’s. The big tent 
goes up on Thursday, hopefully, and will 
be taken down early Monday, he said.

The city hosted Inside-Out 
about ten years ago and it was a big hit. 
Mayor Pro-Tem Ken Voigt said the DIA 
will provide six to ten Great Masters 
reproductions on aluminum in frames 
which will be mounted by the same sign 
company that has been doing it for years. 
He said the DIA will be out to check on 
sites this Friday. He said they can have a 
dedication ceremony and make a big deal 
out of it when they are installed;

e Heard John Juriga announce the library 
will be open on Sundays starting Oct. 16 
and as of Nov. 1 it will be open at 9:30 a.m.

e Heard Tom Fielder report on drug 
treatment for young people in Western 
Wayne County and how they may have 
to set up residential facilities to house 
them.

e Approved a resolution authorizing levy 
of 6.831 mills on the tax bill in the library 
district for Dec. 1, 2022 for operational 
purposes for a total tax of $1,187,259 (7 mills 
was approved by voters in 2010 and restored 
in 2022); 

e Approved a resolution authorizing levy 
of 7.318 mills on the tax bill in the library 
district for Dec. 1, 2022 for operational 
purposes for a total tax of $1,271,902 (7.5 
mills was approved by voters in 2016);

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storm did not result in any leaking from the 
entryway curtainwall windows. She said 
fingers are crossed that the last sealing repair 
has finally solved the problem. She also 
said she had the pleasure of giving a group 
of retired Detroit Public Library librarians a 
tour of Belleville’s new library. She said they 
asked many good questions and had a lot of 
positive things to say about the building; 

e Learned that the library opened the first- 
floor program room to teens on the first 
day of school so they could get some after- 
school snacks and play board games, Jenga, 
Connect-4 and Corn Hole.

At its regular meeting Sept. 13, the Sumpter 
Township Board of Trustees unanimously 
changed the designation of its Parks and 
Recreation group from a commission to a 
committee.

Trustee Peggy Morgan questioned the 
proposal and township attorney Rob Young 
said the planners want it that way in the 
Parks and Recreation Master Plan now being 
updated. 

The agenda item said the action was being 
taken “... pursuant to MCL 41.426 and support 
required for the Parks & Recreation Master 
Plan development.” 

Trustee Don LaPorte asked the item be 
removed from the agenda. He objected and 
said, “When we start mentioning MCL and 
putting people on the hook for paying...” 

Young said that was to give some oversight 
by the board, but right now the board approves 
commission actions. 

When the motion was made to approve the 
agenda, Trustee Matt Oddy amended that item 
to delete the part on MCL that Trustee LaPorte 
objected to. 

In other business at the Sept. 13 meeting, 
the board: 

e During the workshop heard Township 
Manager Anthony Burdick report that Finance 
Director Scott Holtz was at a conference, the 
restroom project is progressing, the federal 
ARPA funds through the county have different 
rules, the fence-line and fairgrounds project 
is progressing, a parttime employee in the 
treasurer’s department would fill a huge gap if 
she were made full time, and the Great Lakes 
Water Authority had a 1.34% hike in rates for 
Sumpter and this was already billed in July; 

e Heard Burdick also report that the payment 
for three contractors in the restroom project 
was not included in the $207,000 in the 
warrants for approval that evening and the 
total should be $289,220.75. When Trustee 
Morgan said they had not seen the invoices and 
she objected to paying for the warrants without 
the invoices, Burdick said they were not on the

table but he would provide them. “The checks 
won’t be cut until Supervisor Bowman and 
I go through them and say, ‘done,’” Burdick 
said; 

e Heard Public Safety Director/Police Chief 
Eric Luke introduce Police Officer Nelson 
Hammons who was hired at the last meeting 
but couldn’t attend because he was off getting 
married. Chief Luke said he was 33 years old 
and Officer Hammons said he grew up in the 
Belleville area and looks forward to serving 
the community; 

e Heard Trustee Morgan ask about the 
election signs being taken down after the 
primary election. She said the ones who were 
still on the ballot always got to keep theirs up 
until after the general election. Chief Luke 
said that is not true. He said the ordinance is 
clear that signs can be placed no more than 30 
days before an election and must be removed 
by five days after the election. He said if the 
township wants to change the ordinance, it 
can. Corey Blue, a candidate in the November 
election, said ballots will be mailed out later 
that week and maybe they should change the 
time. Trustee Oddy said Sumpter’s absentee 
ballots won’t go out until the end of the month. 
Burdick agreed that it will be a number of 
weeks before they are out; 

e Approved the resignation of fire fighter 
Laura Bratby, effective Nov. 24, 2019. She had 
moved from the township; 

e Approved the final payout of Police Officer 
Jeffery Benedict at $1,516.02; 

e Passed, on a 4-1 vote with Morgan voting 
no, a motion to “extend the Township Manager 
the courtesy of submitting agenda items 
directly to the board table for consideration, 
effective immediately”; 

e Approved to begin posting quarterly 
financial summaries to the township website 
on the Agenda & Minutes page, effective third 
quarter, October 2022; 

e Passed, on a 4-1 vote with Morgan voting 
no, a motion to appoint Treasurer Vincent 
Warren as the Board Development Project 
Liaison, work with the township manager 
for the Sumpter Township fairgrounds and 
initial study of Banotai Park Reclamation and 
Improvements projects. Morgan had made a 
motion that died for lack of support for Warren 
to have the position only through Nov. 20, 
when he leaves office; 

e Approved, on a 4-1 vote with Morgan voting 
no, the purchase offer of $92,000 from Marco 
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Gutierrez Vasquez of Lincoln Park for the 
property identified as Wear Road parcel #81- 
080-99-0016-000, 9.75 acres, with a planned 
closing date of Oct. 31 through Moving the 
Mitten real estate group. Morgan opposed the 
sale after she learned the township was told the 
property was worth $100,000; 

e Tabled a proposal submitted by CTI to 
replace/upgrade the four-and-a-half-year PEG 
video system for a total cost of $67,050 and 
an associated four-year service agreement at 
a separate total cost of $15,090.56. Burdick 
said it won’t enhance the TV channel. Board 
members wanted more information on whether 
Comcast could make improvements to channel 
12 transmissions; 

e Approved posting a Posting of Interest 
for exploration of hybrid role assignments, 
posting effective Sept. 14-28 and to advise 
AFSCME of the activity; 

e Recognized former township Clerk Joan 
Oddy, mother of present Trustee Matthew 
Oddy, who was present in the audience during 
the workshop part of the agenda; 

e During public comment, heard Corey Blue 
question spending county money when the 
county is $4.7 billion in debt during inflation. 
He said this is “robbing our children”; 

e Heard Eric Partridge claim Davenport is 
putting up a lower grade fence than bidders 
bid on for the specifications of the fairgrounds 
fence. He said Supervisor Bowman tore 
down 320 feet of fencing that belonged to 
the Hoffman property and the supervisor 
should pay the township $10,000 for what he 
tore down. It would have cost $8,400 if low- 
bidder Allied Fencing would have got the 
bid. He gave each board member a document 
with details on the situation and Supervisor 
Bowman flipped his copy onto the floor where 
it stayed for the rest of the meeting. Partridge 
said they were, “disrespecting my tax dollars”; 

e Heard Mary Ban asked again if taxpayers 
are still paying on the 30-year bond taken out 
by the county to build a new jail across from 
the Frank Murphy Hall of Justice. Burdick 
said he is waiting for a reply on the question. 
Ban also complained about the brush along the 
township roadways which is interfering with 
people getting in and out of their properties. 
She also noted that the community has a 
museum that is not operating and she wondered 
if the supervisor had heard anything about it. 
Bowman said Supervisor McNamara has not 
contacted him whatsoever on the subject.

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VBT planners not enthused about reducing setback between houses

A proposal from staff to reduce the 
required space between new residences 
from a total of 20 feet to 10 feet was 
discussed at length by the Van Buren 
Township Planning Commission at its 
regular meeting Sept. 14. 

It had been discussed at previous 
meetings, as well, and pictures of homes 
in nearby communities were gathered and 
studied to show what this would look like. 

Commissioners agreed that having just 
five feet of space between neighbors was 
too close, but perhaps there could be 
flexibility. 

Director of Planning and Economic 
Development Dan Power said Pulte Homes 
is looking at the 30 acres at the northwest 
corner of Tyler and Morton Taylor that 
previously had been zoned for commercial 
and multi-family dwellings. 

They are looking at houses of 38 to 40 
feet in width on 50-foot lots. 

The reason for considering reduction 
of setbacks was to allow developers to 
finish planned residential developments 
including Cobblestone Ridge and 
Townsend Park because more housing 
options were needed. 

It also was to fulfil a need for “attainable” 
homes on smaller lots because of an 
increase in the senior populations. Power 
said studies showed in 2019 over one- 
fourth of the population would be over 60 
years of age. 

Power said he understands the commission 
is saying it doesn’t want to go with a broad 
brush, but by individual developments. 
He said, from the discussion, that the 
commission doesn’t want to change the 
planned residential developments as far as 
density requirements and those would still 
apply. 

Commission chairman Bryon Kelley said 
20 feet is a really small width and it looks 
like they are doing a lot of work on the 
plans, but it only affects developers, who 
would benefit from that. 

“I’m sort of struggling with that,” Kelley 
said. “I like the ability at flexibility.” 

Power said the unfinished PRDs would 
not change. They would not be adding lots, 
but removing 20 feet as a firm setback. 

“T like flexibility ... but the photos make 
me apprehensive,” Kelley said. 

Commissioner Bernie Grant said the 
density may change and more open set 
backs set as modifications. 

Power said there’s an existing ordinance 
that rules out modification of building 
separation. 

Commissioner Kari Barr the goals of 
this change was to help provide affordable 
housing and housing for elderly people. 
She said she was not convinced that 10 feet 
spacing is something we want. She recalled 
that Commissioner Grant pointed out the 
space between the houses may be open at 
the beginning, but people plan bushes and 
trees and put up fences interfering with the 
drainage. 


She asked if the township had missed 
a development opportunity because of this 
and Power said there was nothing it missed 
out on. 

Barr asked what the proposed Pulte 
development looked like and Power 
explained. 

Commissioner Brian Cullin suggested 
that if they have a density situation and 
reduce lot size and have bigger parks and 
tell them this is the number of homes you 
can have, that might work. 

“People love the rural feel and ... we’re 
getting away from that,” Cullin said. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd said seniors 
don’t want a second story and the homes 
wouldn’t fit in with Charter Club across 
Tyler Road. 

Power agreed that smaller lots have two- 
story properties. 

Cullin said he drove through Cherry Hill 
Village at the corner of Ridge and Cherry 
Hill and it looks “horrendous.” He said the 
homes all look the same and he doesn’t 
want that in Van Buren Township. 

Budd agreed. “Don’t want that in Van 
Buren Township.” 

Kelley said he has a concern with 
consistency. He likes options, but that 
really causes consistency problems. 

Barr asked what was the next step if this 
20 feet is nothing they want to change? To 
drop it? 

Power recommended waiting for full 
attendance to make a decision or to send it 
back to the drawing board. Commissioner 
Medina Atchinson, who urged the 
commission to provide ways for seniors 
to live in the township instead of moving 
to other locations when they left larger 
homes, was absent from the meeting. 

Budd asked what would happened if they 
do nothing. 

Power said the consent judgment 
for the Ecorse/Morton Taylor housing 
development already provides for five-foot 
lot lines. 

Kelley said he is sure Commissioner 
Atchinson would like to comment. 

Power said they don’t want to make 
decisions to pigeonhole one site. 

“I would like to look at what the developer 
would bring us,” Kelley said and Power 
said he was receptive to that. 

Commissioner Jeff Jahr, who had 
remained unusually silent during the 
discussion, said he could see both sides. 

He said it costs less for a PRD developer 
to put in homes and roads and sidewalks 
all together, so it’s an economic drive, not 
because the people called for houses that 
are cheaper and closer together. He said 
the township has to look at the health, 
safety and welfare of people and the closer 
setback is fraught with problems. 

Commissioner Jahr said he feels there 
is wisdom in the 20 feet that was decided 
in the past and kept for so long. It seems 
reasonable, he said. 

He said Cobblestone Creek has a 
preponderance of really good evidence that 
the township could waive the 20 feet. He 


said it sounds to him like the commission 
finds the 10 feet is awfully close. 

“Td hate to be the commission that 
invites the developer in and we have three 
meetings to say I don’t know,” Jahr said. 
“It’s not fair to the developer.” 

“Pm undecided. I can see both sides,” 
Jahr said. 

Commissioner Grant said it would be nice 
to have a list of reasons to allow changing 
20 feet to 10 feet. 

Power said the staff did have a list and 
it was changed to provide more flexibility 
after a discussion with the commission. 

Grant said for changes to five feet they 
could list reasons, specific circumstances 
related to the site. 

Power asked if the commission would be 
open to less setback in certain areas or a 
percentage of the block. 

“I don’t want everything ten feet apart,” 
Cullin said. 

“They’re not going to be building 
ranches,” Budd said. 

“We haven’t missed out on any except 
this,” Barr said. “It’s not for the elderly. It’s 
two stories.” 

Power asked if they wanted him to come 
up with more specific regulations? That 
could lead to more discussion and then no 
change, he said. He offered to bring the 
developer to tell of his plans. 

“I don’t know about the developer,” said 
Kelley. “I don’t want to give the wrong idea, 
that we’re designing for him. I just want 
an idea of what he’s developing to give us 
firsthand what someone’s planning.” 

Also on the agenda was a suggestion to 
change the 30% requirement for side- or 
back-entry garages. 

Cullin said he doesn’t like to see garages 
dominate the facades, especially if they are 
three-car garages. 

Grant said with a requirement for 30%, 
there could be a stretch of side entries and 
you would see doors all the way down the 
street. 


Kelley said he wanted to keep these two 
ordinances together, but work on the first 
ordinance. 

When asked if the changes being 
discussed would benefit the Scott Jones 
residential development announced near 
Sandy’s Marina. Power said it wasn’t 
for that, but that Jones had wanted 6-7 
residence per acre density and the master 
plan was changed to accommodate that. 
He said it is still zoned single-family 
residential and Jones hasn’t come back 
on that. He conceded the changes would 
benefit that development. 

Power said planning consultant Vidya 
Krishnan was absent from that night’s 
meeting because her autistic son was 
receiving the Ted Lindsey Award for 
Courage.

A Netflix camera crew received permission

Whitfield, 24, of Detroit was brought 

from the Wayne County Jail for the in- 


person exam on a charge of armed robbery 
on Jan. 19 at the Marriott hotel at 30559 
Flynn Dr. near the airport in Romulus.

The only witness was Melissa Ann 
Stioetti, who testified she lived in Florida 
and she is an “adult film star.” She testified 
she came to Michigan to see her mother and 
then to see fans and clients. She testified 
she received a 4 p.m. text for a 6 p.m. 
appointment and the gentleman arrived at 
5:58 p.m. She said he handed her $500 for 
a half hour of her time. She identified him 
as the man in the orange jump suit at the 
defendant’s table. 


“After we finished with the session, we 
both got dressed,” she said, adding that 
as they walked to the door, he threw her 
against the wall and pointed a gun in her 
face. She testified she pled with him not 
to shoot her, telling her she had kids. She 
said he ordered her to give him her Rollex 
watch and he ripped her gold chain with 
charms necklace off her neck and took 
her wedding and engagement ring and her 
cellphone. 

She testified that he walked her back in 
the bedroom and rifled through her luggage 
while she was forced to sit on an ottoman. 
She said he wanted to know where the 
money was and she said she didn’t have any 
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money but he found her $5,600, took his 
$500 back. She said he took her wallet but 
gave her back her ID when she asked. He 
also gave back a charm that had belonged 
to her grandmother who had died. He took 
her laptop computer but allowed her to pull 
out the hard drive that had all her records 
on it. 

She testified he unplugged the hotel 
phone when he left and she didn’t leave the 
room for 30 minutes. She said she watched 
out the window and didn’t see him exit 
the building. She told the judge that she is 
married and when she didn’t answer her 
phone to her husband’s calls, her husband

ORDINANCE NO. 00-002 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE CODE OF ORDINANCES IN THE CITY OF BELLEVILLE, 
MICHIGAN, BY AMENDING TO CHAPTER 50, ENTITLED “OFFENSES,” DIVISION TWO, 
ENTITLED “JUVENILE RESPONSIBILITIES,” SECTION 50-429 TO PROHIBIT THE POSSESSION 
OF TOBACCO PRODUCTS BY PERSONS UNDER 21 YEARS OF AGE, AND SECTION 50-430 
TO PROHIBIT THOSE UNDER 18 YEARS OF AGE FROM REPEATEDLY BEING ABSENT FROM 
SCHOOL. (Reference — MCL 722.642) 


The City of Belleville, Michigan, ordains: 


Section 1. Chapter 50, Division 2, Juvenile Responsibility, is hereby amended 
to add updated state law changes to Section 50-429 and 50-430 as follows: 


Sec. 50-429. A person under 21 years of age shall not possess or smoke cigarettes, 
cigars or Tobacco vapor dispensing devices; or possess or chew, such or inhale tobacco 
vapor, chewing tobacco or tobacco snuff; or possess or use tobacco in any form, on a 
public highway, street, alley, park or other lands used for public purpose, or in a public 
place of business or amusement. A person under 21 years of age shall not present or 
offer to any individual a purported proof of age that is false, fraudulent, or not actually 
his or her own proof of age for the purpose of purchasing, possessing, or attempting to 
possess a tobacco product. A person who violates this section is guilty of a municipal 
civil infraction, punishable by a fine of not more than $50 for each offense. The court 
may require a person who violates this section to participate in a health promotion and 
risk reduction assessment program, if available. A person who is ordered to participate 
in a health promotion and risk reduction assessment program under this section is 
responsible for the costs of participating in the program. In addition, a person who 
violates this section is subject to the following: 


a. For the first violation, the court may order the person to do one of the 
following; Perform not more than 16 hours of community service in 
governmental or non-profit/service organization or any other court ordered 
program for health promotion or risk reduction assessment. 


b. For a second violation, in addition to participation in a health promotion 
and risk reduction program, the court may order the person to perform not 
more than 32 hours of community service in a governmental or non-profit/ 
service organization. 


c. For a third or subsequent violation, in addition to participation in a health 
promotion and risk reduction program, the court may order the person to 
perform not more than 48 hours of community service in a governmental or 
non-profit/service organization. 


50-430. Unaurthorized Leave from School Premises. It shall be unlawful 
for any juvenile under 18 years of age (unless exempted by MCL 380.1561(3)) 
to be repeatedly absent from school any time when such student is engaging 
in, going to, or returning from any regularly scheduled session or activity of 
such school without first obtaining the written approval of the principal of 
such school or other person designated by the principal to issue such written 
approval. (Ord. No. 94-297; § 3.1(e), eff. 4-14-1994)

Sec. 50-430. Absent from School (Truancy). It shall be unlawful for any juvenile 
under 18 years of age (unless exempted by MCL 380.1561(3)) to be repeatedly absent 
from school or other learning program intended to meet the juvenile’s educational 
needs, provided the absence is not excused by a licensed health care professional. 


Section 2. Saving Clause. Nothing in this Ordinance or in the Code hereby adopted 


shall be construed to affect any suit or proceeding pending in any court or administrative 
body, or any rights acquired, or liability incurred, or any cause or causes of action 
acquired or existing, under any Act or Ordinance hereby repealed by this Ordinance; nor 
shall any just or legal right or remedy of any character be lost, impaired or affected by 
this Ordinance. 


Section 3. Severability. Should any word, sentence, phrase, or any portion of this 
Ordinance be held in a manner invalid by any court of competent jurisdiction or by any 
state agency having authority to do so for any reason whatsoever, such holdings shall be 
construed and limited to such word, sentence, phrase or any portion of the Ordinance 
held to be so invalid and shall not be construed as affecting the validity of any of the 
remaining words, sentences, phrases, or potions of this Ordinance. 


Section 4. Conflicting Ordinances. All prior existing ordinances adopted by the City 
of Belleville inconsistent or in conflict with the provisions of this Ordinance are, to the 
extent of such conflict or inconsistency, hereby expressly repealed. 


Section 5. Penalties. Any violation of the provisions of this Ordinance shall be and 
constitute a municipal civil infraction. Sanctions; for any violation of this Ordinance 
which constitute a municipal civil infraction shall be a civil fine of up to $50 plus any 
costs, damages, expenses under applicable law for a civil infraction. 


Sec. 50-456. Damaging school property 


No person shall damage, destroy, or deface any public, private, or parochial school 
building or the grounds, outbuildings, fences, trees, or other appurtenances or 
fixtures belonging thereto. (Ord. No. 94-297, § 3.1(f), eff. 4-14-1994)

called hotel security and said she needed a 
welfare check. Security came to her room 
and knocked and asked if she needed help 
and she told them she’d been robbed.

Prosecutor Bailey said Officer Tront had 
prior knowledge of the defendant. 

Judge Oakley said he finds probable 
cause without Tront’s testimony, but he 
accepts that too. He said there were ten 
boxes in the cart and $100 each box times 
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10 boxes equality $1,000-plus. He bound 
Broomfield over to circuit court for a Sept. 
21 arraignment on the information. 

Jenny Denise Diehl 

Jenny Denise Diehl of Adrian had her final 
pretrial on a charge of domestic violence 
before Judge Oakley on Aug. 3. Although 
a jury trial date had been pending, her live 
bench trial was set for Sept. 14 before 
Judge Oakley. 

She was charged with domestic violence 
on Oct. 17, 2020 in Van Buren Township 
and is free on $10,000 personal bond. She 
is to have no assaultive contact with the 
victim. 

At the bench trial, the defendant’s daughter, 
Madison, now 19, and her boyfriend Gabe 
Wheeler testified that Jenny Diehl pushed 
them twice at an outdoor family birthday 
party and Jenny took away Madison’s cell 
phone. At the time, the complainant was 
a minor who was in the legal custody of 
her mother, but had moved out to first live 
with her father and then her boyfriend, 
testimony showed. Madison testified her 
mother yelled at her. 

Judge Oakley found Jenny guilty of
